SANCTIFICATION 





E. E. Coleman 


First we want to see what the word 
sanctify means. We find from the dic- 
tionary that it means to make holy, 
or to purify. Then we find that the 
primary meaning of the word is to 
set apart, or to separate for some 
special work that might be assigned 
to the person or thing sanctified. 

In Lev. 27:14, 16 we find tnat if a 
man wanted to set aside, or apart, his 
house or a portion of his field for God, 
or unto God, the word sanctify was 
used, thus proving that anything sanc- 
tified is clean, pure, holy and set apart 
for God’s use. Also in 2 Chr. 7:12 we 
find that when Solomon had complet- 
ed the temple and had dedicated it to 
God, or had given it into God’s hand, 
the Lord appeared unto Solomon by 
night and said, I have heard thy 
prayer and have chosen this house to 
myself for an house of sacrifice. V. 
16 says that he sanctified the house. 
The reason it was sanctified was be 
cause it was set apart for God and 
God’s people, and Satan, the old ene 
my of all righteousness, had no lot in 
it. Thank God! And to-day when a 
body is sanctified or set apart for 
God’s use it is holy, clean and pure 
and Satan has no power over it. 

According to Acts 26:18 if we have 
any inheritance among the sanctified 
we will have our eyes opened and we 
will be turned from darkness unto 
light and from the power of Satan un- 
to the power of God. Anyone in dark- 
ness is in sin and if we have our eyes 
opened and turn from sin and get sin 
behind us it is a fact that we will not 
be serving sin but will be free from 
sin. And if we turn from the power 
of Satan unto the power of God it is 
an evident fact that the power of God 
will not work sin in our mortal bodies, 
souls or spirits. Therefore, to be 
among the sanctified we have to be 
absolutely free from sin, He was mani- 
fested to take away our sins and in 
Him is no sin. 1 John 3:5. 

In Rom. 3:23 we find that all have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of,God .Then Paul said in 1 Cor. 6:9-11 
that some of the Corinthians were for- 
nicators, idolaters, covetous, drunk- 
ards and revilers but he went on to 
say, “But ye are washed (in the 
blood), but ye are sanctified (by and 
thru the blood), but ye are justified 
(by faith) in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God.” 





He said again in Rom. 6:18, 22, 
“Therefore being made free from sin 
we become servants of righteousness 
and have our fruits unto holiness and 
the end everlasting life.” It must be 
understood that sanctification is a 
work of grace that brings about a 
change of heart and one must earnest- 
ly seek for it if they ever attain it. 
Although it is the office work of the 
Holy Ghost thru the application of the 
blood, it is absolutely God’s work, but 
we must do our part. If we become 
sanctified thru the blood we must con- 
tinue in the faith grounded and stead- 
fast. 


Sanctification brings its subject in- 
to unity with Jesus. Heb. 2:11, “For 
he that sanctifieth and thy who are 
sanctified are all one for which cause 
(the cause of sanctification) he 
(Jesus) is not ashamed to call them 
(the sanctified) brethren.” And again 
in 2 Cor. 6:17 God said, “Wherefore 
come out from among them (the sin- 
ners) and be ye separate, (or set apart 
for God and sanctification) saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing 
and I will receive you (unto myself an 
holy priesthood and a spiritual house 
to offer up spiritual sacrifices, accept- 
able unto God.” 1 Peter 2:5.) V. 18. 
“And will be a father unto you and ye 
shall be my sons and _ daughters.” 
Jesus Christ was sanctified, John 10: 
36, and set apart for God to use as an 
agent of righteousness to this world 
that He might die the sacrificial death 
on the cross that in and thru His 
blood which flowed from His side as 
He hung on the cross, we might be 
sanctified and set apart for God’s use, 
and be given power to overcome sin 
in every form and to live as Christ 
did, who was and is our high priest, 
who is holy, harmless, undefiled, sepa- 
rate from sinners, and made higher 
than the heavens. Heb. 7:26. 

We find that to be sanctified one 
must be made blameless in soul, 
spirit and body. Paul sustains this 
statement in 1 Thes. 5:23, “And the 
very God of peace sanctify you whol- 
ly; and I pray God your whole spirit 
and soul and body be preserved blame- 
less unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” We have a lot of peo- 
ple in our sin-darkened world \o-day 
who seem to think that sanctification 
was only for the people of olden times, 
but Paul said in Heb, 13:12 that Jesus

suffered without the gafe that He) 


might sanctify the people with His 


own blood. Notice, he did not say the 
twelve, nor the hundred and twenty, | 
but the people, meaning any of the’ 
earth’s vast multitudes who will come 
to Him. In Acts 2:39 when Peter was | 


the day of Pentecost, he said, “The 


promise is unto you and to your 
children and to all that are afar off 
even as many as the Lord our God} 
shall call.” Peter was referring to the 
Holy Ghost and it is sure that the 
Holy Ghost will not abide in an un- 
clean temple, so if we of to-day can 
receive the Holy Ghost, we must be 
sanetified, for the baptism is subse- 
quent to sanctification. 

Many of the people of our land to- 
day seem to think that justification 
and sanctification are one .and_ the 
same thing, but on the authority of 
God’s Word it is not so. To prove this 
we will look at Luke 10:1-20. Jesus 
sent out the seventy (and I’m sure 
He would not send a sinner out to 
preach or heal the sick) and they re 
turned rejoicing, saying, The devil is 
subject to our command. Jesus said, 
Rejoice not in this but rather because 
our names are written in heaven. 
Therefore we know that they were 
of God with their names in 
heaven, jutsified in the sight of God, 
thru faith, but they were not sancti-

which we are sanctified, had never | 
been spilled on the cross. This alone} 


should be enough to convince any one 
that sanctification is a second work 
and I have also given enough Scrip- 
ture to convince the reader that when 
one is under the blood of Christ they 
must live a holy life in order to keep 
under it.
